* UPRISING IN EGYPT. 


Sir Samuel Baker’ Views on the Army 
Revolt—English Interference a Necés- 


es New York Times. 

Sir Samuel Baker is.stopping at the Gilsey 
House in this city. A Times reporter saw 
Sir Samuel yesterday, and questioned him 
in regard to the recent uprising of the army 
in Egypt. He was at first disinelined to 
talk on the subject, but finally concluded to 
give his views. 

“IT haye commanded Egyptian troops,“ he 
said, and 1 know just what they are. I 
have not been in Egypt now for three years, 
and I can only tell you how things were in 
my time; but the presumption is that they 
are just the same now. lu my time the 
troops were the most docile people in the 
world. They never resisted oppression, 
and if you treated them fairly you 
could do anything with them. The fact 
is that the Egyptians are not a nation of sol- 
diers, They are agriculturists, and so long 
as you keep them @n their farms they are 
good and valuable men. When youtry to 
make soldiers of them you put them out of 
their place, and, being easily influenced by 
their officers, if the latter make up their 
minds to rebel, they can carry the soldiers 
with them. Egypt has no need of an army 
at all.

No troops are 
more easily cowed than the Egyptians. Once 
let them know that England and Turkey are 
codperating, and there will be no further 
trouble, If the Turks act alone in the mat- 
ter there is danger of intrigue. If they act 
conjointly with England there is no danger. 
Cherif Pasha is a personal friend of mine. 
lle is a thoroughly honest man, and I con- 
sider him an English gentleman in charac- 
ter. Riaz Pasha, too, is as honest and capa- 
ble as ally man can be. These two are the 
great lights of Egypt, and can always be re- 
lied ‘upon as patriotic and sensible Minis- 
ters.’

WASHINGLON, D. C., Oct, 11.—The Demo- 
crats metin caucus again this afternoon, 
after their surrender in the Senate and the 
admission of the three Senators without op- 
position, to determine what their policy 
should be with regard to electing a Secretary 
of the Senate. The caucus, of course, as- 
sembled under different circumstances from 
that which decreod that Mr. Bayard should 
be made President of the Senate. It met 
with a knowledge that future edicts would 
be powerless, as the Republicans, with their 
three additional votes and the support of 
David Davis, whieh they were pretty likely 
to get, would have a majority of one. They 
would have a majority of one even if Mr. 
Davis should decline to vote, and the Dem- 
ocrats undoubtedly remembered Mr. Ed- 
munds’ warning words of yesterday, that 
„Ile who takes the sword must perish by 
the sword.” At all events, the Demo- 
erats found it to be inexpedient 
to press their caucus nominee for Secretary 
of the Senate, and decided that it was expe- 
dient to leave the question open, and to per- 
mit the Republicans to take the initiative. 
This action, however, may be reconsidered, 
and the Democrats decide to attempt to elect 
a Secretary at the adjourned caucus, which 
is to be held tomorrow morning. 
SENATOR MAHONE 
said today that he should not remain long in 
Washington if the Senate was long in ses- 
sion, but should return to the gampaign in 
Virginia, in which he expected to be victori- 
ous. It being suggested to him that prob- 
ably the Democrats would be willing to pair 
with Mm now, he said that he would not 
pair with them, and added that he thought 
it would be necessagy for twoto pair with 
David Davis, as he belonged to both parties. 
The position of David Davis becomes a very 
important facter in the matter of the 
election of a Secretary, and it is given out 
tonight by those o have talked with him 
today that he said that neither Washington, 
the Democratic nominee, nor Gorliam, the 
Republican nominee of the last session, 
should be elected Secretary if his vote couid 
prevent. This would seem to settle the 
question for both these candidates, as Judge 
Davis’ vote would prevent the election of 
either of them.

DHE TREASURY. 
WALL STREET DISGUSTED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WasnineTton, D. C., Oct. 11.—Mr. Windom 
finds today that Wall street is very much dis- 
satisfied with his program of redeeming only

Failure of the Philadelphia Firm 
of Washington Butcher’s 
Sons. 


Their Business Provisions, and 
Their Debts About a Mill. 
ion Dollars. 


They Got inte Difficulty ‘Trying to

1 BUTCHER’S SONS. 
Special to The Chicago Tribune. 
ject Pu., Oct. II.— The banks had 
ir doors today when it was au- 
nounced that the frm of Washington Butcher's 
tay * provision dealers, had been un- 
meet their liabilities and nad been forced 
to suspend payment. A member of the firm 
told Tua TRIBUNE correspondent tonight that 
the faulure would in ail probability reach 61. 
000.000, and titat it was the result of speculation 
in wheat and corn in Chicago. A draft from the 
Chicago house for $15,000 reached the firm this 
morning and was returned on account of 
the complications ot that branch of 
the firm. In answer to the question 
as to the nature of the complications, this mem- 
ber of the firm remarked that they had been 
carrying large holdings of grain for their cus- 
tomers, that there was a heavy decline in the 
market, and that this was the cause of the sus- 
pension. “If all of our assets were active,” he 
said, “ we would be able to pay 100 cents on the 
dollar. As it is, I do not think we shall have to 
scale our claims more than 10 or possibly 20 per 
cent. The principal losses will be in the East 
and West and in Phfladeiphia among the banks, 
But the firm will not suspend business, how- 
ever.“ The provision house of Wasbingtog 
Butcher's Sons was established in the year 
1760 by John Butcher, wzreat-great-grandfather 
of the present members, and during the long 
interval of years which it has successfully sur- 
vived the ownership has never departed from 
the Butcher family. The American Govern- 
ment during the Revolution was a liberal cus- 
tomer of the house, and its goods were dis- 
tributed over the neighboring colonies. The 
firm is now composed of Henry C. Butcher, 
Howard Butcher, and Henry P. Darling- 
ton, trading under the firm name of Washing- 
ton Butcher's Sons. When the business was 
first established groceries and provisions were 
the stock in trade conjointiy, but for the last 
thirty-five years the latter have been handled 
exclusively, with exception of curing sirups, 
salt, saltptre, and other articles used by pork 
and beef packers. Rice is dealt larxely in also, 
it being received on consignments from traders 
inthe Southern States. The firm, in 1875, es- 
tablished a branch house in the City of Chicago. 
The business done annually by the Chicago 
branch is very largo, the sales last 
year amounting to $3,000,000 and upveirds, while 
purchases were enormous and far exceeded the 
sales, and were not only for parties in the 
United States but in the Canadian Provinces, 
and largely on European account. The tirm, 
besides deaiing on its own individual account, 
is the agent for several speciaities of high re- 
nown, as follows: 8. Davis Jr's diamond 
brands ot ham, breakfast bacon, beef, etc., Cin- 
cinnati, O.; the Wilson Packing Company's 
canned cooked meats, Chicago: Kichardson & 
Robbins’ boneless cooked hams, Dover, Del: 
and the brand of pure sugar of sirup which is 
used by most of the principal packers in the 
United States, and which during the past five 
| seasons bave cu 300,000 tierces or 6,000,000 
bams. 

The trade of the Philadelphia house is con- 
fined principally to Pennsyivania, New Jersey, 
Maryland, and throughout all the Southern 
States bordering on the Atlantic and the Gulf. 
The Southern trade is very extensive, the house 
baving agents in most of the leading cities of 
the South. This trade during the past few years 
has rapidly increased. The firm was the first 
to bring to the city Western-dressed cattle, beef, 
and mutton in refrigerator cars. The ware- 
houses in this city are as completely 
arranged for tne transaction of the 
business as any in the country. The 
capacity of ice-storage vaults is 50x600 feet, 
while the smoke-houses have a capacity. of 
50,000 pounds of bacon per week. The aggre- 
gate amount of business done by the firm has 
been about $10,000,000 to $11,000,000 per annum. 

Washington Butcher, who stood at the hegd 
of the house for many years, died in 1873. 
Among the patrons of the house in times past 
- was Stephen Girard and several of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, and the 
present firm show as a curiosity of business re- 
ceipts dated back to Coloniai days.

Edgerton to Be Re-elected Senator Unless

Sr. Paut, Minn., Oct. 8.—Upon the eve of the 


assembiing of the extra session of the Legis- 
lature, calied by Gov. Pillsbury to take final ac- 
tion for the settlement of the old bonded debt, 
it cannot be said that the prospect for the re- 
demption of Minnesota from the dishonor of 
twenty years is very bright. So far as public 
sentiment in the State can be inferred from the 
tone of the country press and public utterances, 
it is as 
STRONGLY OPPOSED TO THE PAYMENT 

of. the bonds as it was when the last proposition 
for settlement was voted down twotoone. At 
a popular election two years ago, every county 
in the State that adopted resoluuons upon the 
bond question condemned the plan of settie- 
ment by an extra session. In many counties in 
the southern part of the State special mass- 


b meetings have been held to denounce the 


Governor for calling the extra session, 
to disapprove the plan of settlement. 
and instruct members of the Legislature to vote 
against it. Special elections have been held in 
four legislative districts to fili vacancies occur- 
ring since the last session. In every case where 
the sentiments of the member-elect are known, 
he is a rank repudiator. The sentiment in the 
Republican State Convention was clearly against 
the payment of the bonds; and the friends of 
the measure thought themselves fortunate to 
keep the question out of the convention, and 
escape a declaration against them. The nomi- 
nation of Hubbard was in one sense 
A REPUDIATION VICTORY. 

The action of the Democratic Convention in 
taking strong grotnds in favor of payment of 
the bonds has nut made it easier for a Kepub- 
lican Legisiature to oppose the popular senti- 
ment in both parties in favor of repudiation. 
This gives it the aspect of a party quesiion, 
though, in point of fact, the are as large 
a proportion of repudiators amon the Demo- 
crats as among the Kepubiicans, and the resolu- 
tions of the late convention were a transparent 
political dodge for effect abroad. 

The question bas taken such shape, however, 
that every member of the Legisiature who votes 
in favor of the pin of settlement to be pro- 
posed in the extra session—outside of the repre- 
sentatives of two or three cities, and of a few 
spursely-settied northern districts—will defy the 
expressed wishes of his constituents and risk his 
political future. Some men may be bold enough 
and strong enough to do this, but it is vy no 
means sure that they will make up a ority of 
the Legisiature. It is true this same isla- 
ture passed a bil embracing this same pian of 
settlement last Winter by a considerable ma- 
jority; and their bands have been strengthened 
since by the Supreme Court decision. But 

ublic sentiment was not aroused last winter as 

t is now, and members will find a 

PRETEXT FOR CHANGING THEIR VOTES 

on the instructions of constituents, and 
the piea that they were not elected upon the 
issue they are calied upon to decide. This is the 
form the repudiation argument takes: The pay- 
ment of the bonds is not nly condemned, but 
the Governor is attacked for taking snap judg- 
ment upon the peopie by call aa extra ses- 
sion; and it is claimed that be should leave the 
question to be settied by a Legisiature elected 
with direct reference to it. A very strong press- 
ure will be brought upon the Legisiature to 
proceed at once to the election of a Senator; 
and, that finished, to adjourn without touching 
the bond matter at all. ‘Of course the effect of 
this would be to defeat the present plan of set- 
tlement at 50 cents on the dollar, and leave 
the State liable for the entire amount, but 
with the bondholders as far ever from an ad- 
justment.

in Minnesota as now. is felt that at last the 
question isin such shape thata settiement is 
r and the most vigorous effort pussi- 

le is to be made to effect it. in spite of the pop- 
ular prejudice and the mathinations ot dema- 
gogs. Business ana professional men and the 
cultivated and intelligent classes generally 
throughout the State favor the payment of the 
bonds. All the daily papers in St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis urge it. Every a man whose in- 
formation is not limited by townsbip or county 
lines is committed to the payment of the bon 
however he may evade the question in confer- 
ring with his rural constituents. Gov. Pills- 
bury and members of the Supreme 
Court have set the members of the 
Legislature a noble example by defying ignuo- 
rant popular prejudice and champivuing the pol- 
icy of houesty. They all, particularly the Gov- 
eruor, sacrificed, or at least risked, ali political 
advancement in the future, and relinquished per- 
sonal ambition, to devote the last remnants of 
their official terms tq a final effort to 

REDEEM THE HONOR OF THE STATE. 

Gov. Pillsbury's personal influence will count 
for something with the Legislature. His great 
wealth and unblemisbed reputation preserve 
him from the imputation of personal interest so 
freely made against other advocates of settle- 
ment; and he is very popular, even with his op- 
ponents, The practical advantages of a settie- 
ment at 50 cents on the dollar, and of taking a 
festering source of corruption out of the poli- 
tics of the State, may buve its Weight with mem- 
bers. It is clear to every one that the terms 
offered are very advantageous. Not only is the 
debt to be scaled down hatt, byt a sinking fund 
is to be established, by the sale of public lands. 
to provide forthe payment of the new bonds. 
No taxation will be necessary. These vonsider- 
ations may induce some who are repudiators 
from babit rather than principle, and who are 
heartily sick of the discussion, to vote fur the 
settlement. 

THE SENATORIAL ELECTION, 

which is to occurat the extra session, excites 
only a languid interest. By general consent 
Senator Edgerton will be chosen for the rest of 
his term, unless Windom isa candidate. Win- 
dom doesn’t want to be a candidate to the in- 
jury of Edgerton; but, if Windum resigns from 
the Cabinet, the people will probably clamor for 
bis election, and the Legisiature will consult 
their wishes rather than those Mr. Windom ex- 
presses. Congressman Dunnell, who wants the 
piace in 1883, is naturally anxious for Edgerton’s 
reélection, and is at work to that end.

Auspicious Opening of Tales 1816 
Year—226 Freshmen Put in an Ap- 
pearance—The Tenn® Craze—Foot«

It was a 
workingman, begrimed from his labor, who said 
this, on the day after the death at Long Branch, 
as he stood contemplating along with a com- 
rade, a photograph of the murdered President, 
which was displayed in the window of a little 
shop off the Strand. The speaker's tone was 
honest, and his words express simply and well, 
so far as they go, the feeling which Garfield's 
life and death have inspired in the hearts of the 
people over here. In the past week of mourn- 
ing there have been many wmanifesta- 
tions, formal and informal, of the deep im- 
pression which has been made in this 
country; and the casual expressions 
pf the street, such as the one I have quoted, 
have in their way been scarcely less note- 
worthy than the formal meetings which have 
been convened, and the solemn services which 
have been held, out of respect for the dead and 
sympathy with the living. 

THE AMERICAN MEETING | 
at Exeter Hall oa Saturday, presided over by 
James Russell Lowell, appeared to English eyes, 
and was, a typically national gathering. Enter- 
ing the hall tweaty minutes before the proceed- 
ings began 1 found it even then almost full. 
There must have been over 2,000 persons pres- 
ent, many of whom were ladies. An interesting 
family group sat rig@t in front of me: a father, 
mother, little daughter, and grandmother—the 
little daughter being arrayed in the ty and 
lavish fashion of American There 
was the tone of a family gathering about the 
whole proceedings that was good to see; the 
proceedings themselves were to the full affect- 
ing. The Chairman's address, on account of 
its nobie strain of patriotism and pathos, will 
bear to be read again.

Hatfield 
and Parkhurst; and Dr. Parkhurst is charged 
with the erimes of defamation and lying by 
his brother Dr. Thomas. Wouldn't it be 
better, brethren, to turn your guns against 
the common enemy, his Satanic Majesty the

Tne objection to the conduct of the Demo- 
erats of the Senate is not to the election by 
them of a President of the Senate pro tem. 
if they have enough votes for that purpose, 
but the objection is, that they excluded three 
Senators, whose election is uncontested, re- 
fusing to allow them to be sworn in, and 
obtained the 
power by which they elected Bayard. These 
three Senators hM been elected during the 
recess to fill three vaeancies which had oc- 
eurred; of the election of these Senators to 
fill these ‘Vacancies there was ho question; 
their election was notorious, ahd their cre- 
deffials were presented and of record. But, 
as these three ora. N not allowed to 
be sworn in, they could net vote until they 
had taken the oath of office, and this the 
Democrats, being in a majority in the absence 
of those entitled to vote, refused them per- 
mission todo. By keeping the three Senators 
outside the bar of the Senate the Demo- 
erats were for the moment in a majority of 
these admitted, and therefore elected Bayard 
President pro tem. The pretense that no 
oath of office could be administered toa Sen- 
ator except by the Vice-President or a duly 
elected President pro tempore was not only 
false, but extremely shallow and dishonest, 
as nearly all the precedents were against it. 
There are but one ortwo cases where the 
offices of Vice-President and President pro 
tempore have been both vacant at the same 
time, the practice having always been fur the 
Vice-President to vacate the chair just before 
the close ot the session to enable the Senate to 
elect a President pro tempor e. and this officer 
is declared to hold that office until otherwise 
ordered by the Senate. When Tyler and 
Johnson became Presidents by the death of 
Harrison and Lincoln, there was a President 
pro tempore of the Senate already in office, 
he having been elected at the preceding 
session. When Fillmore succeeded Tay- 
lor, the Senate was in session, and 
the Senate elected a President pro 
tem. On the 3d of March, 1851, the 
terms of office of one-third of the Senators 
expired, including that of Mr. King. who 
was then President pro tem. of the Senate. 
There were, of course, eighteen to twenty 
Senators to be sworn in, and there was 
neither Vice-President nor President pro 
tem. Thereupon the oath of office was ad- 
ministered to Mr. King by a Senator, and he 
was then elected President pro tempore, and 
be administered the oath to the other Sena- 
tors. The pretense that there is any law that 
prohibits the administration of the oath of 
office to Senators by another Senator is too 
absurd to be treated with the least respect, 
and it becomes disgraceful when used as an 
apology for refusing admission to three Sen- 
ators in order to grasp the office of Presi- 
dent pro tem. Having elected Bayard by an 
accidental majority, obtained by the foreibie 
exclusion of thfee Republican Senators, the 
Democrats then admitted Mr. Aldrich, Lap- 
ham, and Miller, thereby gonfessing the un-

DR. THOMAS EXPULSION, 
Dr. Thomas is at last relieved from any 
further anxiety as to the question whether 


he is a Methodist, and is ordered out of the 


Church, bag and baggage, by the Rock River 
Conference. The trial apparently was a fair 
one. The defendant was allowed an ample 
hearing and availed himself of it in a man- 
ner that will commend him to liberal and 
charitably disposed people. Whatever we 
may think of Dr. Hatfleid’s manners, he at 
least stated what he believed Metnodjsm to 
be iu a sledge-hammer way that adinits of 
no questioning or eavil, and that statement 
was received and indorsed by the large 
majority of the conference. If Dr. Hat- 
‘field’s views are correct, and Methoaism is 
what he states it to be, then there 
is nothing harsh or illogical in the expulsion 
of Dr. Thomas. He should go, and not 
stand upon the order of his going. If Dr. 
Hatfield’s views of Methodist doctrine are 
correct, then Dr. Thomas was not preaching 
them, ahd it is equally clear that he cannot 
remain in the Chureh and preach the Hat- 


* 


cision rests all the ‘came une with the majority, 
and the majority do not believe as he 
does. Dr. Thomas may think it is hard 
to be put out of the Chureh, but 
his late brethren would have thought it hard, 
perhaps, if he had remained in it, so that 
honors are easy on that score, and also on 
the score that both sides are sincere in their 
views. Fortunately, in these days, Dr, 
Thomas isin no danger of fagot and fire or 
wearing the uneasy crown of a martyr for his 
heresy. There is nothing harsh in his expul- 
sion. He can go out and organize a new 
church, and the more churches the better. 
He will have a larger church than ever be- 
fore, and, better still, he can preach what he 
believes to people who believe what he 
preaches, and thus will have greater power 
and influence than ever before. lie will An- 
terest more people. 
salary. He will be unrestrained by dogmatic 
fetters. He will have no Hatfields to assault 
him and ne Parkhursts to tale-bear about him 
and exchange tittle-tattle with bohemians. 
He will have eve®y opportunity to become a 
great moral power, and instead of preach- 
ing to the sheep who have not gone astray, 
can preach to the flocks that are outside of 
all orthodox folds, and who have more heed 
of preaching than the former. More than 
this, he has another great consolation, He 
was acquitted outright on one specification. 
On the other two there was a serious dis- 
cussion in his favor or the part of the jury, 
somewhere in the proportion of nine to six, 
showing that there is leaven working in the 
lump. Who knows, therefore, whether if he 
goes on with his work outside the fold and 
waits patiently the fold may not in time 
come upto his ground and accept a more 
liberal view? 
THOMAS AND PARKHURST. 
Dr. Thomas charged Dr. Parkhürst with 
(1) defamation of character and (2) lying. 
The charges were based upon a printed Inter- 
view betweeh Dr. Parkhurst and one Am- 
brose, a newspaper reporter for a city paper, 
and an alleged denial thereot by Parkhurst 
subsequently. The interview set fortn that 
Parkburst had detlared Thomas could be 
put on trial for beer-drinking in saloons, 
-playing, and theatre-going. The denial 
subsequently made by Parkhurst was, that 
he had had no such conversation “with a 
reporter,” and had authorized no such pub- 
lication, 

The prosecufion contented itself with sub- 
mitting the affidavits to sustain the charges. 
Dr. Parkhurst’s defense consisted almost en- 
tirely of his own statement. The whole case 
was certainly informal, and amounted to lit- 
tle more than an explanation on the part of 
Dr. Parkhurst of how he came to be a tale 
bearer on Dr. Thomas. 

Dr. Parkhurst admitted having had a con- 
versation with Ambrose on the day specified, 
in which Ambrose called upon him for the 
grounds of the statement in his speech at 
Thomas’ preliminary trial that “ gray-haired 
mothers were weeping over the downfall of 
their sons as a result of Dr. Thomas’ 
teachings. Parkhurst sought to make good 
this statement. Ile said that, one day when 
he had preached a Strong temperance, or 


— — — 


sons—Arthur Dixon, L. W. Turner, and an- 
other (name not given)—objected to his 
radical, teetotal views, and were said to have 
told him that Dr. Thomas was in the habit 
of drinking a glass of beer at his lunch or 
dinner.“ He also said that Hill. a theatrical 
manager, tried to induce him (Parkhurst) to 
attepd one of Denman Thompsog’s ber- 
formances, and told him that the Revs. 
Collyer and Thomas had been to see the 
amusing play of Joshua Whitcomb.” He 
further said that another person, whose 
name he refused to give, had told hits of go- 
ing to Thomas’ house on one occasion where 
he found some young people playing a social 
game of cards in the parlor. ‘These things 
he (Parkhurst) had repeated to the bohe- 
mian Ambrose, but did ‘ap know at the 
time that Ambrose was a newspaper re- 
porter, and hence did not lie when he said 
subsequently that he “had no such talk 
with a newspaper reporter.“ This was about 
all there was to the trial, except that it came 
out that Ambrose had been pretty generally 
known at Lake Bluff as a reporter for a Car- 
cago paper for several years. 

The fact seems to be, then, that Dr. Park- 
hurst repeated these hearsay stories about 
Dr. Thomas, but did not originate them; 
that he was merely a tale-bearer; that he re- 
peated them without warrant, seems to be a 
proper inference from the fact that Dr. 
Parkhurst made no effort to verify their 
truth either before or at the tnal. Whether 
or not his denial of the interview with a re- 
porter, which was construed to cover a de- 
nial of the whole affair, was an evasion or 
prevarication seems to be still a matter open 
to consideration. 

It may be that Arthur Dixon and others 
said that Dr. Thomas had drank a glass of 
beer with his lunch. It may be that Dr. 
Thomas, who isaman of slight frame and 
delicate health, has drank a glass of beer at 
some time with his meals to give him 
strength. Would such a fact warrant Dr. 
Parkhurst 1815 in a general and of- 
fensive way that Dr. Thomas was in the 
habit of drinking beer in saloons’’? Would 


purposes warrant the expulsion of Dr. 
Thomas from the Methodist Church? There 
are five or six German Methodist churches 
in Chicago. Does Dr. Parkhurst think 
that none of the German members of 
these churches ever drink beer? If, on 
the contrary, the Gerinan Methodists 
follow the national habit of drinking beer at 
their meals, does Dr. Parkhurst maiftain 
that they ought to be excommunicated en 
mass from the Methodist Church? As to 
card-playing, it seems that Dr. Parkhurst’s 
information was, that a number of young 
people had been seen playing cards in the 
house wliere Dr. Thomas lived. It is known 
that Dr. Thomas for a considerable time 
boarded in a large house where there were 
a number of other boarders. Would it be 
fair to hold Dr. Thomas responsible for a 
social game of cards by youngsters at a 
boarding-house? There is no hint or Insin- 
uation that they were playing tor any larger 
stakes than tor fun and amusement. Was 
Dr. Parkhurst warranted in telling that Dr. 
Thomas could be tried @r card-playing be- 
cause some children had been playing old 
maid” in a house where he boarded?’ The 
remark that Dr. Thomas was in the habit 
of going to the theatre” was similarly based 
upon hearsay evidence—the statement of one 
man that Dr. Thomas had been to the theatre 
once, on which occasion he saw Joshua 
Whitcomb” from a private box where he 
himself was not observed. (And we wish to 
inforjn our Methodist friends that Hill was 
right in saying to l’arkhurst that the play 
was half as good as a sermon. It is more 
tender and pathetic in some of the acts than 
any sermon ever preached by the Rev. P.) 
The Discipline of the Methodist Chureh is 
very strict as to drinking, card-playing, and 
theatre-going. Such practices are regarded 
as very reprehensible and blameworthy. 
Then it was certainly a serious matter to 
charge them openly upon a minister of the 
Church. Such eharges became even more se- 
rious when they were made against one min- 
ister Sy another minister. Yet it seems that 
Dr. Parkhurst made them freely, not alone 
upon hearsay evidence, but upon remarks 
which did not intimate that Dr. Thomas was 
in the habit of drink. playing cards, and

Thomas, but did not undertake to substanti- 
ate them. His only defense, in point of fact, 
was that he did wot originate the charges 
which he repeated and did hot furnish them 
to a reporter fof publication. 

Upon this case the jury in the Parkhurst 
trial—the committee representing the Meth- 
odist Conuference—brought in a verdict of 
acquittal, unanimously exonerating Dr. 
Parkhurst of slander as well as of lying. 
This was certainly a curious disposition of a 
serlous matter. The effect of such a trial 
and such a verdict will not be to make Dr. 
Thomas appear auy blacker to fair-minded 
Methouists, nor to condemn. drinking, card- 
playing, and theatre-going more than these 
practices were condemned before; but itcan 
hardly fail to create the impression that care- 
less defamation of character is not regarded 
by the Church authorities as a matter of 
much consequence. Upon the warrant of 
this trial good Methodists may fairly con- 
lude that they cannot be held accountable 
for repeating to their neighbors anything 
which they hear in derogation of the char- 
acter of even brethren in church. Slander 
thus takes on an entirely new meaning. It 
may still be slander to invent scandalous 
stories, but it is not slander to give them 
currency in private conversation. This is 
not the rule which had prevailed in the 
Methodist Church in Illinois up to this time. 


The Parkhurst case ought to have been 


tried on its merits, without reference to the 
Thomas heresy case, which seems not to 
have been done, 

A cURIOUS CAREER. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Timea, in noticing the recent death of the 
English Baroness Ellenborough in that city, 
revives some memories of her very remarka- 
ble career which suggest their own moral. 
Jane Elizabeth Ellenborough, who in her 
time was greatly admired, married the Baron 
Ellenborough at the age of 17. He was a 
man of fine attainments, but of overweening 
self-conceit, and was so emphatic in the as- 
sertion of it that he would never consult the 
wishes or rights of any one about him, not 
even of his own wife. His dlary was recent- 
ly published, gad its criticisms of his con- 
teinporariesare as bitter as Carlyle’s, and 
there was not an office in the Government 
which he did not believe he could fill 
better than its occupant. He even ex- 
pressed surprise that George IV. did 
not admit him to his social con- 
fidence. As to his wife, he never mentioned 
her at all. Ten years after their marriage, 
the House of Lords granted them a divorce, 
‘The separation did not trouble him at all, for 
his matriage never interested him, and the 
coldness towards his wife had grown into 
aversion at the time of the digorce. After it, 
he continued in his public éareer and made 
some notoriety in the Vicereyalty at Calcut- 
ta, but finally died while still wondering 
why the Government did not appreciate him 
at his own estimate, and in his death prob- 
ably passed away the most egotistical man 
in England. 

The Baroness Ellenborough took a singular 
method of avenging herself upon her own 
destiny. She was greatly admired in Eu- 
glish society, and might have taken a prom- 
inent position, but she deliberately threw 
away all her opportunities and sacrificed the 
esteem she enjoyed and the position she 
might have held. She disapveared from 
public view, and might have remained for- 
ever out of sigut had it nat been fof M. Ed- 
mond About, the brilliant French writer, 
who found her in Athens, after she had led a 
career of dissipations in various parts of 
Europe. He chronicled her adventures in 
one of his volumes. When he found her in 
Athens she was tlie mistress of a Greek 
soldier, who soon tired of her and renounced 
her. Her next allegiance was given to a 
brigand, but, either his wild life not suiting 
her or his treatment of her becoming in- 
tolerable, she exchanged him for a Bedouin, 
who had already a large harem which he 
used to carry with him on his desert jour- 
neys. His principal peculiarity was his 
aversion to water, for he never washed him- 
self. She soon tired of traveling about the 
desert, ahd remained in Damascus, while 
her dirty lord made his predatory 
journeys with the remainder of the harem, 
Iie cared nothing for her, and she less for 
him, but she could not get away, for she 
found herself in a condition of slavery. One 
day, However, her unwashed Bedouin died, 
and she was released from servitude, and 
went back to civilized society in Paris, but 
it would have nothing to do with her, and at 
last she died in obscurity, leaving several 
Protestant and Mussulman children. She 
sought notoriety and found obscurity. Like 
Lady Hester Stanhope, she expected to 
dazzle the world with her reputation, but, 
uhlike her, she had too many stains upon 
her character to accomplish it. Disap- 
pointed in her married life, she evidently 
determined to sever all recollections 
of it by going to the opposit ex- 
treme and efface all recollections of 
civilization and social fashions by hunting 
up fresh experiences in savage life; but all 
in vain, for when release from them her 
destiny hurried her back to her own condl- 
tions, but too late, for the world in which she 
had once moved had forgotten her and did 
not care to be reminded of her again. Her 
life after her divorce was as much of a dis- 
appolntment as her life had been during 
marriage. She only found that if she could 
get along without the world the worid could 
get along without her. So her whole life 
was wreeked, and no compensation came to 
her, the usual outcome of such freaks of 
passion. 
her of taking a high position in English so- 
ciety, and of being more admired than ever, 
she sought to avenge herself upon her cir- 
cumstances, lived in wretchedness, and died 
in obscurity, 


A CRISIS mw ENGLAND, 

The economic situation in Eugland is not 
vel y reassuring to British pride. Less than 
a thousand persons own more than a quarter 
of the land of all England and Wales, and 
twelve men own a quarter of that of Scot- 
land. A handfal of aristocrats owu nine- 
tenths of ail the land in England and Scot- 
land, and suck pe sary from the cultivators of 
the soil of the island exceeding 500 millions 
of dollars per year. The farmers are ground 
to the very earth by this burden, and the 
laborers are kept in penury all their lives, 
The whole thing is disgraceful to British 
civilization. 7 

The pauper class incteases, and now num- 
bers eight hundred and fifty thousand in En- 
gland. The summer grain-thrashing is over, 
and the yield is even smallér than was antici- 
pated. Extensive arrangements are being 
made by a great steamship company to intro- 
duce into England Australlambeet and mut- 
ton on the reftigerator plan, which has 


already flooded the island with American 


and Canadian beef. There is a steady drain 
of gaid to the United States, which is not 
affected by the rising scale of the Bank uf En- 
gland discount rate, and in the minds of 
political economists and financiets theré is a 
growing apprehension that no power can 
check the outflow. Ireland ie in a state of 
chronie revolution. The elaborate land 
measure devised and adopted for its pacifica- 
tion does not prevent riots, and has not 
softened a whit the feeling of animosity 
with which the Irish regard the 
British Government.

Ireland, has roused the agricultural classes 
of England to a sends of their own wrongs, 
and they are about to demand in their own 
behalf more than has*been granted to their 
Irish cousins, 

He is blind indeed who does not discern 
in this situation portentous signs of a coming 
revolution. If the Irish people, poor, almost 
to starving, despised, were able to wrench 
from the Government importar.t concessions 
in the matter of the land laws, which cannot 
be greatly modified without undermining the 
governmental system itself, what may not 
the English people accomplish wheh once 
thoroughly aroused? The spirit ot John 
Hampden still ‘survives in the English 
people. Formerly they did not scru- 
ple to dethrone Kings by divine right 
who made too much of their as- 
sumed prerogatives. Nor will they hesi- 
tate now to dethrone the House ot Lords 
and the Chureh establishment if they stand 
too long in the way of reform. They will re- 
call the fact that William the Congueror 
cemented his power by the confiscation of 
the. landed estates of the conquered country, 
that his retainers became proprietors of the 
soil by force, that their titles were inscribed 
by the sword, not the pen, and sealed with 
the blood of those who surrendered their 
property. 

But the English are a law-abiding people, 
and they will first ask the poor privilege of 
buying back these confiscated estates; 
gud wo be to the ruling class if it shall dally 
too lang before heeding the Wauest. The 
hunting-grounds of the nobility and gentry 
must be opened to the plow; the game laws 
must be abolished; peasant propfrietarship 
must be granted; there must bea return to 
the era of the yeoman farmer, or 
soon the agricultural elasses of En- 
land will be beggars like those of Ire 
land. The lordly inheritors of great estates 
have robbed their tenants, and yet 
become poor. The land system, conceived in 
iniquity, the iniquity of the force ofa half- 
civilized age, has completély broken down. 
The farmers of England, oppressed by land- 
lordism and taxation, find themselves unable 
to compete with these of the United States, 
Canada, and Australia. Separated by oceans 
the cattle-raisers and wheat and corn grow- 
ersof America and the ranchmen of Aus- 
traha are still able to meet and undersell 
them at their very doors! Nor is it possible 
for England long to retain its manufacturing 
supremacy. There must be a basis of @gri- 
cultural prosperity for the manufacturing 
interest, or it, tog, will topple to its fal. The 
ruin of the agricultural class, in a word, in- 
volves the ultimate ruin of all classes. 

This picture of the economic and political 
situation in England is not drawn on this 
side of the Atlautie. It is a mere photo- 


| graph of the cable dispatches which come 


over the wires daily. There is a widespread 


| feeling of alarmin England which can no 
| longer be concealed, and there is a disposi- 


tion on the part of the people te grapple with 
the emergency. Whether Mr. Gladstone has 
the requisit energy to undertake so sweeping 
a measure of reform, a measure which in- 
volves the practical reorganization of the 
Government, and whether his party has suf- 
ficient strength and virtue to carry it out, re- 
mains to be seen. .

Of the votes classified as from Democratic 
States in Mr. Blaine's column, ten were cast 
by California, six by Nevada, and sixteen by 
New Jersey.

Nevada never went Demo- 
cratic tintil last fali, atid the Electoral vote 
in Callfornia was divided, while in New Jer- 
sex the result was extremely close. The com- 
bined plurality for Hancock the three 
States was but 2,907, being 200 in New Jer- 
s, 879 in Nevada, and 78 in California. Mr. 
Blaine would probably have carried all of 
them in consequence of his advanced po- 
sition on the Chinese question, and would 
certainly have carfied California. They are 
at least to be judged wholly different from 
the rotten boroughs in the South which al- 
most forced the third term on the Republican 
party.

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THE DIFFERENTIAL — ON DUTCH 
PRODUCTIONS. 

We print this morning & communication 
from a gentleman well informed as to thé 
facts concerning the differential duties now 
charged by the United States tariff upon cer- 
tain elasses of merchandise the product of 
countries east of the Cape of Good Hope, 
when imported into the United States from 
ports west of the same capé. This has been 
the law of the United States from the earliest 
date, and is a relic of the barbarous naviga- 
tion laws of that time. Holland had large 
and extensive coldnies in the East Indies, 
and Holland was a great commercial nation. 
The productions of these colonies were 
brought to Holland, and thence sold to the 
other countries of the world. In order to 
compel this trade to be carried on in Dutch 
vessels Holland levied an export duty on all 
East Indian productions when the merchan- 
dise was carried in other than Dutch 
vessels. This was part of the protective 
System of former days, and has its advocates 
even In these days of modern enlightenment. 
When the United States formed its tariff 
it “retaliated” by imposing an additional 
duty of 10 per cent on all Et Indian prod- 
ucts when imported to this country from any 
port east of the Cape ef Good Hepe. In 
point of fact, Holland levied an export duty 
on all East Indian productions when not 
carried in Dutch vessels, and the United 
States levied a differential duty of 10 per 
cent when East Indian goods were imported 
in Dutch vessels. In other words., the Dutch 
attempted to play the hog, and were prompt- 
ly met by an equally hoggish proceeding 
on the part of this country. For more 
than half a century the two countries 
maintained this aggressive retaliatory leg- 
islation, seemingly uyconscious of the ex- 
treme absurdity on both sides, In 1858 there 
was acommercial treaty made between the 
United St@tes and the Netherlands, at which 
time both countries had become somewhat 
ashamed of this retaliatory business, but 
had not the courage te abandonit. But they 
included in the treaty that when either coun- 
try should yepea! its differential duties the 
other would promptly do the same. 

After twenty years’ longer, experience the 
Dutch Government, in 1874, abolished the 
duties on its part, and called upon the United 
States to do the same, as agreed upon in the 
treaty of 1858. But, owing to other business, 
Congress has failed to take the necessary ac- 
tion. Secretary Sherman called the atten- 
tion of Congress to the propriety and duty 
of carrying out the treaty obligation by re- 
pealing the retaliatory duties imposed by our 
tariff. The object of the writer of the com- 
munication on this subject in this morning’s 
TRIBUNE is to point out that fot seven years 
Congress has neglected this obligation of the 
treaty of 1858. 

The United States stands in relation to this 
subject of differential duties towards Spain 
somewhat as it has stood for nearly a century 
with Holland. Spain is one of the countries 
which cling to the old and exploded system 
of navigation laws with as much devotion as 
the United States. She levies an ener- 
mous duty on all merchandise imported into 
Cuba in any other than a Spanish vessel. 
Flour can be taken hence to Spain and 
thence to Cuba in a Spanish vessel at one- 
half the cost that it can be taken for direct 
to Cuba in an American vessel. We export 
merchandise to Cuba worth about $15,000,000 
annually, and import goods costing $90,000,- 
000. Allthis trade our vessels lose because 
of the selfish duties imposed by Spain. Our 
exports might be doubled or quadrupled 
it the two Governments could mutually 
abolish these differential duties, which 
are only applicable to trade with this 
country. Cuban merchants have to go 
to Europe to buy what they might more 
conveniently buy in New York, Baltimore, 
or Philadelphia. Our Consul at Matanzas 
writes to our Government that the Spanish 
Government is prepared to reform the Cuban 
tariff and abolish the special duties, provided 
the United States will repeal the law which 
discriminates against goods imported in 
Spanish bottoms. All commerce between 
the United States and Cuba is now carried 
oh in British or other European vessels, 
Spain and the United States being excluded 
by their own nostile legislation. If the 
United States would repeal the anti-Spanish 
discriminations, the Consul writes, there 
would be a constant stream of Spanish ves- 
sels to the United States, arid the low rates 
of freight which they are in the habit of 
charging would be enjoyed by the Anierican 
exporter, as they are now by Europeans.“ 

Here is an oppottuhity for the Secretary of 
State. Let him have the justice dofie to 
Holland which has been so long delayed, 
and let him at once negotiate with Spain to 
place the commercial relations of the two 
countries on ace ivilized basis.

HILL VS. PARKHURST, 


A CORRECT REPORT OF THE CONVERSATION, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cutcado, Oct. II.— In reading the report of 
Dr. Thomas’ trial in this morning's papers | was 
surprised to find a statement made by the Rev. 
M. M. Parkhurst directly concerning myseif, 
and—unintentionally on his part | am sure— 
somewhat misrepresenting me. The statement 
occurs in Dr, Parkburst’s testimony in his owa 
behaif. It is as follows: 

“The defendant repeated the conversrtion to 
Ambrose. Last autumn he went into the Bos- 
ton Store to se Mr. Hill, whose brother James 
came up and told defendant about his great suc- 
cess with Joshua Whitcomb.’ He said: * Park- 
burst, you ought to go and see it. It is as good 
as preaching. He offered the defendunt the 
key of a proecenium box, and told him to go 
and see the play. Defendant toid Hill that he 
couldn't do it, and said ne wouldn't give the 
key toa stranger, and that he would only give 
it to defendant to advertise the play. Whatever 
defendant thougtg of the piay he would not lena 
his intluence toa theatre. Ifill replied that the 
defendant was not as liberal as Puomas and 
Collyer, for they had used the key.“ 

To correct a misapprehension which I am 
not ready to believe Dr. Parkburst intended to 
raise. please let me suy that the conversation 
was not quite what is here reported. Dr. Park- 
burst, whom lI have known and esteemed these 
many years, came into the house of Willoughby. 
Hill & Co. one day about a year ago, and en- 
pest in a conversation with my brother, D. 

C. Hill. and myself. In the course of the con- 
versation Dr, Parkburst deprecated the business 
of theatrical management in which I wus eu- 
gauged, and told me ne wisged [ was out of it. I 
replied that I had no desire to get out of it, for 
it was quite as bonorable as avy other business: 
it was much more protitable than most others. 
Dr. Parkhurst continued to disparage my occu- 
pation and descry theatres. Finally | asked him 
whether he bad ever seen the play of “Joshua 
Whitcomb,” which was theu being presented 
here. Dr. Parkhurst replied that he bad not. 
lasked bim whethdér he thougut it fair to con- 
demu my business without knowing what it 
was. To this be made no direct answer, further 
than that he could not approve of it. There- 
upon I cid, as he says, ocker him the use ofa 
box, teilt him that I wanted bim to see the 
pluy, which be would find as clean as any ser- 
won; that I believed his prejudices would dis- 
appear after he bad seen it. At this Dr. Park- 
hurst modified his tone somewhat, und suid 
that so far as be was himself concerned 
be would very much like to see the play if it 
were not for what other people would say. 1 
told him I did not think be need fear barm from 
it, for both Dr. Thomas and Kobert Cuvilyrer, 
whom I beiiéve the equals of any man in point 
of goodness and fine character, had seen kt and 
been pleased. 

Dr. Parkburst nevertheless declined, with the 
statement as above, that he would like to go Lut 
fea that people would talk. That to all io- 
tents ended the conversation so far as it reiated 
to theatres. 

The effect of Dr. Parthurst's statement at the 
trial ia to create an impression 1 sought to 
use him to advertise the play, and that I had in 
fact so used Dr. Thomas. Dr. Parkhurst, so far 
as conecras himself, must know so much better 
than this, that I ans willing to attribute the effect 
to basty wording. He may honestly believe that 
I made use of Dr. Thomas, but if ne does he is 
mistaken. I do not kuow Dr. Thomas; I have 
never met him, and cousequentiy I have never 
exchanged a word witb him on 
subject.

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A DROP IN PROVISION RATES. 

Since the Eastern railroads have succeeded in 
raising the freight blockades at the priacipal 
Eastern points, and cars are more readily re- 
turned again than for some weeks past, the 
competition between the various roads leading 
east from this city has become more active 
again, and east-bound freight rates are quite 
unsteady and lower than before. Although the 
open rate on grain is 12% cents per 100 pounds, 
Chicago to New York, with the usual differences 
of two and three cents less to Philadelphia aud 
Baltimore, yet it is generally understood that 
large contracts are being made at lo cents, Chi- 
cago to New York. On flour rates are quoted 
still lower. 

The provision rates were weil maintained at 
17% cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to New York, 
for some weeks past, but yesterday they 
dropped down to 15 cents to New York, 
13. cents to Philadelphia, and 12 cents 
to Baltimore. The rates on buik meat 
also dropped two aad a half to five cents per 100 
pounds, and are now generally quoted at five 
cents above the provision rates. The effect of 
this will bea large increase in provision and 


buik-meat shipments. 

The decline in provision rates is due to the 
slacking off in grain shipments. In spite of the 
extraordinarily low rates, the shipments of 
grain remaia ligbt, which is due to the fact that 
the prices of grain in the East are still too low, 
as compared with the prices bere, to allow of 
heavy shipments. So far there are no in- 
dications that the railrvuad war will soon 
come to an end, and the prospects are that 
the present low rates will continue joug after 
the close of navigation. The feelmg between 
the Kastern trunk lines Presidents is becoming 
more bitter every day. Ali the lines but those 
controlled by Vanderbilt are anxious for an ad- 
vance in rates. But Vanderbilt won't have it, 
and deciares that he will keep up the fight until 
the Penusyivania and Baltimore & Ohio Roads 
agree to make the same rates to Philadeiphia 
and Baltimore as are charged to New York. The 
latter, however, declare that they will never 
agree to any such thing as long as they are in a 
condition to tight. Aud as they are yet iu good 
shape, and able to stand the pressure for some 
time to come, it is hard to see how peace can be 
established until ove or the other side is com- 
pletely worn out. But even if the New York 
Central, Pennsylvaynia, and Baltimore & Ohio 
should be able to come to an understanding re- 
garding the diiference in rates to seabuard 
potuts, they would not be able to br. about aa 
advance in rates without gett the consent of 
the Grund ‘Trunk and Erie. anderbili thus 
far bas completeiy ignored these roads, and re- 
fused to take auy notice of them. The Grand 
Trunk has an indepeodent line to Boston, and, 
in conjunction with the Erie. a first-class line 
to New York via Bufalo. Besides, the 
Erie will soon have an independent line 
of its own via the Chicago & Atiantic and the 
New York, Pennsylvania & Ono Roads. As 
long as these lines are not taken into considera- 
tion by the other trunk lines they will, of course, 
make rates to suit themselves, and as long as 
they do so uniform rates cannot be established. 
The Grand Trunk is fully determined to kee 
up this ügut until itis properly recognized an 
awarded a fair proportion of the business, and 
its edict bas gone forth that there shall be no 
let-up in the passenger war until the freight 
war is settled to its entire satisfsction. The 
Grand Trunk is in as good a condition as — of 
the roads to keep up this kind of a tight, and its 
losses are not so heavy as one might suppose, 
since its increase in business makes up iu a 
great measure for the losses resulting from the 
low rates. 


THE SOUTHWESTERN POOL. 

It has now been arrauged to hold the mecting 
of the Southwestern Kallway Association in this 
city Oct. 19 to take action upon the proposed re- 
organization of the Missouri River pool. Sev- 
eral meetings have beep called for this purpose 
during the last two months, but they were al- 
ways postponed for some reason or other. The 
real cause of the postponement, however, was 
the fear that the raking up of old scores at this 
time, when railroad affairs are generally in a 
most depiorabie and unsatiéfactory condition, 
might resuitin still more serious complications 
among the Missouri River roads and in a break- 
ing up of the pool, which none of the members 
of the association desire at present. But it be- 
comes more evident every day that it will 
not do to continue the present state of 
affairs any longer, as matters are getting 
daily more complicated, and unless speedy 
action ia taken it will be impossible after awhile 
to bring about a settiement of any kind. The 
Southwestern Railway Association was formed 
about four years ago, and fur the first two years 
matters went along quite satisfac tory. ‘But as 
new lines were oliit and new combinations 
formed the old povling agreement proved in- 
adequate, and complications began to arise. 
Several efforts have since been made to recog- 
nize the association and urrange matters satis- 
fuctorily to all coucerned, But they failed, and 
things have been continually growing worse. 
Still the roads have thus far tolerably well 
maintained the vid agreement rather than en- 
Fuge in a disastrous war. The managers will 
now be compelled to tackle the matter whether 
they like it or not, as by waiting lounger things 
willonly get worse. Whether the roads will 
be able to surmount the difficulties and 
recognize the Missouri River pool is 
bard to teil. Some of the managers think that 
alfuirs will be amicably adjusted, while others 
feel quite contideut chat the association cannot 
be reorganized, and that a war on Missouri 
River business is tiowinent. A great deal de- 
pends upon the temper of the Gould roads. If 
they are willing to make satisfactory conces- 
sions it is possible that some arrangement will 
again be perfected, as all the Chicago roads are 
quite anxious to continue the association, which 
bas been of great benelit tu all the roads, as it 
prevented undue competition between the vari- 
vus Missouri River linea. It is believed that, in 
order to reéstablish barmony among the West- 
ern lines, it will be neceseary to join the lowa 
and Southwestern pvoils, as both run into 
each other's territory. e Iowa pool lines, 
however, show no great anxiety to make 
cunmou cause with the Southwestern pool, 
altoough the Iowa pool is in a no more satis- 
fuctory condition than the Southwestern. The 
Iowu pool lines expect to hold a meeting today 
to, consider the beet steps to be taken to bridge 
over their dilticulties. . 


A CELEBRATED CASE.

Lirtte Rock. Ark., Oct. II. -The Gazette's 
special dated End of the Texas & Pacific Rail- 
way Track.“ says: The road is now complete 
and in operation toa point 145 miles east of RI 
Paso and 492 west ot Dallas, in the Lymphia 
Mountains, 4,200 feet above the sea-level, and 
4.200 feet higher than Dallas. About twelve 
miles of track-laying is the average every 
week, at which rate El Paso will be reached 
before Jan. 1, 1882. The grading is 
all completed except a few miles in Carizes Pass, 
which will be finished in three weeks. The 
bridges, 160 in number, between San Rachael and 
Kugie Pass, are being put in as fast as the track 
approaches. Over 1% track-men are employed 
in the station-housesand depots. Water tanks 
are being put iu every twenty miles, and where 
springs like Petriter, San Rachael, Antesope, and 
Eagle springs are not found. wells are being dug 
by steam machiney and an abundance of water 
obtained. The track-laying force is kept up to 
300 men and fifty teams. Seventeen cars of iron 
and forty cars of ties per day are used. A 
telegraph wire is kept up with the ena of the 
track. The weather is cold and light frosts have 
falien. The meat contractor, with a herd of 
over 180 fat beeves, keeps right up to the front 
all the time. 

The Lympbla Mountains span the Sanddol 
south of the track and extend to the Rio Grande. 
At the mouth of the Peous River they are cov- 
ered with rien gramma grass. The hilltops are 
shadowed with buckeye, wild cherry, oak, pine, 
cottonwood, and walnut trees. The stone is a 
volcanic rock, but so far no coal or minerals 
bave been found. There are no cattie on the 
range west of the eos, except 200 bead owned 
by Hughes & Simpson. They are confined to 
the banks of the Pecos. In the mountains are 
antelope, biack-tail deer, cinnamon bear, and 
Mexican lion. No Indians have been met with 
along the ine for two months past.

THE STATE CAPITAL. 


Suit Against a Ballroad, Company for 
Unjust Discrimination—An Important 
Point to Be Decided—Licensed to Or- 
ganize. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III, Oct. 1—The Railroad and 
Wurekouse Commissioners bave been in session 
this week closing up their workon the new 
echedules of railroad rates, and it is belleved 
that they will be ready to make the results of 
their labors public before mauy days have 
elapsed. Today acomplaint was presented to 
the board on b@naif of Bailey & Swanneil, of 
Gilman, against the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacihe 
Raliroad, which involves some interesting ques- 
tions, Complainants manufacture linseed-oil 
and oil-cake at Gilman, and ship cbusiderable 
oil-cake to New York over the Wabash, 
They charge the oad with unjust 
discrimination, because the freight rate 
from Gilman to New York is 2% cents per hun- 
dred, while from Peoria, a greater distance, it is 
but 15 cents by the Wabash line. The Gilman 
people have several times attempted to obtain a 
reduction, and ciaim that the company some 
time ago agreed to reduce the rate, but restored 
the o!d rate after shipping two cars at the Peoria 
rate. The board, after considering the com- 
plaint and the documentary evidence, instructed 
the Attorney-General to begin suit immediately 
against the Wabash to recover the over- 
charge of freight alleged to have been col- 
lected. This step was taken mainiy with 
a view to testing in the courts the extent of the 
jurisdiction of the Railroad Commissioners. It 
bas always been a mooted question as to wheth- 
er the State had authority to enforce the law 
prohibiting unjust discrimination when a purt 
uf the distance over which the freight is carried 
is outside of the State. The railroads have 
claimed that, although the contract for carrying 
the freight was made in this State, the Commis- 
sioners cannot control their rates when the 
puint of destination was beyond the limits 
of the State. The Commissioners believe 
that they are empowored to exercise their 
authority even in such cases, and point toa ro- 
ceut decision of the Wisconsin Supreme Court, 
which — this view. Thig being the first 
case brought fn this State to test this important 
question, its progress will be watched with in- 
terest, not only by the railroads but by tue pev- 
pie at large.

A BELT-LINE NBEDED. 
The Lake Shore and Rock Island dummies, 
due in Chicago at 8:30 and 8:45 a. m., were de- 
layed — 4 minutes yesterday morning in-cet- 
ting from Twenty-second street to tne depot. 
The delay was occasioned by an accumulation of 
freight and late passenger trains un the maln 
tracks. The annoyance is becoming frequent, 
and will probably continue until the compietion 
of the beit-line road, which will relieve the main 
tracks in the vity from the transfer of freiguts. 
The two roads above us recoguizing the 
necessity of additional track facilities, are push- 
ing the completion of four additional tracks be- 
tween Englewood and Twenty-second street. 
This, with tne two tracks now in use, will give 
each road three tracks between Englewood and 
Twenty-second street. For the present these 
two roads will have to depend upon two tracks 
from Twenty-second street north, as their right 
of way will not admit of more. It is understood 
that the two roads are waking exchanges of 
roperty, the Lake Shore taking whut the k 
— bas east of their tracks for their yards on 
the west side of the tracks at Forty-third street. 
This will facilitate traffic between Eugiewood 
and ‘‘wenty-second street, as each road will 
then have two tracks for its passenger business, 
and a separate track for freights. 
A COMMON NUISANCE. 
A coal-wagon broke down at the corner of 
Michigan and Ciark streets yesterday morning, 
and the result was a string of street-cars as far 
as Chicago avenue.

subject and addressed it to the Commissioner of 
Health. The opinion is of considerable im- 
* since it holds that tre city stiil owns 
ts riparian rights in front of the Lilinois Central 
Railroad tracks. Here is the document: 

Four communication of a recent date, de- 
siring to know if officers or employés of the city 
have a lawful t to cross the tracksof the 
Hiinois Central road Company, or other 
company, and dump street cleanings into the 
waters or on the shore of Lake Michigan, at the 
street ends terminating or abutting on said lake, 
received. 

The answer to this is clearly, Yes. The Illinois 
Central Railroad Compaay is only entitled to a 
right of way in front of Lake Park, and said 
company does not own absolutely such property 
over which it runs its tracks. Ie city officials 
bave a right to pass over their tracks at street 
crossings, such as Van Buren street, for in- 
stance, and dump street cleanings 
the lake and on the sbore, 

a right to dump material on the space occupied 
by their tracks. It seems impossible that this 
right of the city can be questioned by the IIlinois 
Central Railroad Company, and I am inclined to 
believe that. it you should see Mr. Ayers, the 
General Soliciter, or some other responsible 
official, you would have no further trouble. The 
importance of the question of dumping 

for this material is too t to admit of its 
interference by unautho employés. Re-

CLARK STREET BRIDGE. 
TRIAL OF THE MAN WHO SMASHED IT—OCON- 
FLICTING TESTIMONY. 

Barney Wilds, Captain of the steam-barge 
Maine, which ran into Clark street bridge on the 
morning of the Ist inst., was arraigned before 
Justice Wallace in the South Side Police Court 
yesterday afternoon to ahswer the charge of 
violating the bridge ordinance. 

Chris Didenbrook, who works for the North 
Side Railway Company, testified that he was on 
the bridge at ten minutes after 6 o'clock, and 
saw the Maine approaching. The bridgetender 
was near his house. When about 150 feet off, 
the Captain blew the whistle and said. If you 
don’t open that bridge I'll open it for you.“ The 
barge came on, and the bow struck the bridge 
and forced it open. Then the Maine backed 
about 150 feet. 

On the cross be said de did not hear Wilde 
shout, My engine is on the centre and I can’t 
8 the boat. You must open the bridge.” 

chanel Burke, janitor of the new Court- 
House, wbo was also on the bridge, testified that 
Wilas said, It you don’t open the bridge 
I'LL RUN INTO YOU.” 

Some bystander said, “ The engine is on the 
centre.” He asked how that could be true, as 
the barge began backing. He didn’t hear the 
. about the engine being on 

Proseceting- Attorney Cameron introduced the 
ordinance which requires the bridges to be closed 
between 6 and 7 a. m. 


CAPT. WILDS 


testified that after he passed through State 
street bridge the engines were 2 and the 
Maine was going at the rate of h a mile an 
hour. He was bound for Tweuty- second 

and intended to sewing to the dock about Dear- 
born street. He rang the bell to back, but the 
engine was not reversed. He rang again, again, 
and again—four times in all—and then he learned 
that the engine was on the centre. The barge 
was by this time 150 feet from Clark 
street bridge. He shouted,“ Open the bridge; 
the engine is on the centre, and I can't stop the 
boat.“ He said that three times, loud enough 
to be heard ou the bridge. When within four or 
five feet of it the engine began working the 
boat back, and continued to do so after she 
struck. He did not say “If — don’t open the 
bridge Li break it open.” He had discharged 
tue engineer because be thought he had not 
done his duty—that the misbap was his fault. 

Mr. Mack, the present engineer, who was on 
the Maine, swore that be heard the signals to 
back, and noticed that the engine didn’t move. 

Mr. Curtis, the fireman, testified that the en- 
give was on the centre, and he helped get her off, 
a one revolution was made she was on 
again. 

Mr. Kelly, another fireman, testified that he 
heard the signal to back, and as the engineer 
started to reverse 

THE ENGINE DROPPED ON THE CENTRE. 
As soon as she was pried off the engineer moved 
one ot the valves and she dropped on again, 
and it took three men to pry her off. Then she 
began to back at once. 

Half a dozen witnesees, who were on board or 
on shore, corroburated Capt. Wilds as to the 
ringing of tbe beil and as to what be shouted. 

James Douglass, a Wwheelsman. thought there 
was time to run the bow into the abutment. 

Capt. Owens and Capt. Blue didn't think it 
possible to have swung the Maine into 
dock when she was going at the rate of half a 
mile an hour. 

Prosecuting-Attorney Cameron maintained 
that the defcuse was inconsistent with the state- 
ment of the Captain that he intended to stop 
between the two bridges, and, in his opinion, 
the defeuse was fabricated. 

Mr. W. H. Congdon, who represented Wil 
claimed that the cugineer wus to blame. an 
that the Captain was not liable for anything er- 
cept the damages, which be bad d. The 
testimony bad vindicated him. 

The Justice said there were one or two ques 
tions be wanted to investigate, so he took the 
case uuder advisement until Friday afternoon.

AMUSEMENTS. 


HOOLEY’S THEATRE. 

The tragedy of * Macheth”’ is one of the few 
of Shakspeare’s plays not based more or less on 
novels or works of Other dramatists. It has 
been called a magnificert impromptu "—that 
kind of an impromptu which results from the 
application of well-discipiined powers and rich 
stores of thought to a subject suggested by oc- 
casion. It is intensely dramatic. The second 
act of the play is probably the grandest exbi- 
bition of pure tragedy and horror that exists in 
all literature. And although affording to the 
actor a fine field for tne display of his skill, there 
are interwoven with the character of Macbeth 
such elements of repulsiveness and cowardice 
that one is often led to a failure 
to appreciate the performer’s talent through 
prejudice against the part he plays. 
As is well known, the main subject of the play 
is the midnight murder of a King sleeping in the 
house of one of his nobies and surrounded by his 
guards, but the tragedy is replete with terrible 
circumstances attendant upon the main events 
of the tragic taie. In no other play does the 

urely horrible fill so prominent a part. Says 

junter: “The midnight sbriek of women; sleep 
with its strauger accidents, such as laughing, 
talking, walk ing. as produced by potions, as dis- 
turbed by dreams, as full of wicked thuughbts; 
the bard breathing of the heart, the parvhed 
state of the mouth in an bour of desperate guilt, 
men moved tw tears the soldier dying 
of wounds not bound up, the speut swimmer, 
the pilot wrecked on his way bowe, the horrible 
mode of Macdonnell’s death, the massacre of a 
mother and childreu —dchese are some of 
things on the dish of borrors served up in 
this play. And Macbeth himself is a character 
intensely selfish, fearing only public odium and 
— discomfort. He is a mural coward, 
utterly remorse:ess—a_ cold-blooded, cowardly, 
and treachcrous assasin. His remorse is imay- 
inative. He retains enough goodness to be niis- 
erabie in committing crime, but never enough 
Suspicious 
of every one, his reign isa reignof terror, and 
his death brutal. No wouder, then, that this is 
apart which few tragedians care to attempt, 
and in which many have failed. Its require- 
ments are multifarious and unremittent. Dow- 
den calls Mucbelh a “haggard shadow,” and 
speaks of the tragedy as the spectacle of a 
terrible sunset in folded ciouds of blood.“ 

It is thie exacting part, so tull of shadows 
without substance, replete with sug ous of 
actualities never given life—a part uniting more 
opposit characteristics than any other in the 
long list of Shbakspearean characters—that Mr. 
Keene bas undertaken as this season's addition 
to his already unwisely-extended répertoire. 
There is evidence that he has given to it study 
and careful development. For it he bas natural 
qualitications which are harmonious with the 
requirements of Macbeth. He is original in 
many respects, perticularly in his read , but 
his nervous, active manner bere stands him in 
pe stead. in the banquet scene, and 
n the interviews with Lady Macbeth and 
with Macduff, ne is forcible and impressive. 
In fact it may justly be said thatin the second 
act be displays more of the qualities of a great 
actor than in any other part be bas yet played. 
Until the very close of the scene it is an even, 
weli-sustained and unexaggerated bit of acting. 
The moral coward, the irresolute and vasvillat- 
ing murderer at beart—as be is sul vently in 
deed—the quickened conscience and abject 
terror—all are successfully portrayed. 
But just at the end again comes in the boister- 
ous declaination, the shouting to the flies which 
mars what would otherwise be an cxception- 
ally une proof of acting power. 80, 
too, in the first act repose was lack 
ing. It is not afinished performance, but more 
than many others does it give promise for a 
future noteworthy performance. It now will 
rank with his Siujlock ana his Gloster. In time 
it may outrank them both. When mellowed by 
experience and perfected by study—when the 
actor forgetting to strive for effect sinks entire- 
ly into the odious character he represents—then 
will we have the Macbeth the poet created as a 
“magnificent impromptu’’—the man whose 
whole lite has gone trievably astray, who 
“drops deeper and deeper into solitude and 
rloom and dies as a horrible necessity. 

A word of praise should be given to Mrs. Oc- 
ta via Allen for her personation of Lady Macbeth. 
Her read was intelligent and der support 
olective. applause was not judiciously 
led. There is nothing in “stage thunder to 
call for any enthusiastic demonstrations of ap- 

roval. This aft.rnoon Mr. Keene will play 

uc in “ The Fool's Revenge,” and tonignt 
“ Richard III.“ again.

The 
Captain of the Success, seeing that a collision 
was imminent. as the bridge ceased to swing 
when the bridgetender left the lever, and the 
schooner Was under headway, got alongside his 
tow and backed on ber so strong that the five- 
inch line used to tow the vesse! parted, and she 
ran her jibboom into the bridge, with the result 
above stated. The Captain of the tug also says 
the red ball on the bridge was not up at the 
time he whistied for the drawto be opened. 
Had it been be would have stopped his tow be- 
fore reaching the bridge: but, as the bridge bell 
rang and the bridgetender begen to open the 
draw, be came on, not thinking the bridge- 
tender would be so stupid asto cease swinging 
the bridge when the vessel was so near.

AROUND THE LAKES. 
THE OLD SCHOONER PAULINE REBUILT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trioune. 
MILWAUKEE, Oct. 11.—The old schooner Pau- 
line, rebuilt, enlarged, and rechristened, was 
successfully launched from the yard of the Mil- 
waukee Company at 5o0'clock this afternoon. 
She now bears the name ot John Mee, a success- 
ful Manistee hardware merchant. Her dimen- 
sions are as follows: Leneth of keel, 120 feet: 
length over all about 135 feet; breadth of beam, 
26 feet 6 inches; depth of hold, 9 feet 8 inches. 
She will be rigged as a three-and-after. The 
case of the Pauline, now Mee, is well calculated 
to illustrate the vicissitudes of vessel property. 
A little over a year ago she was sold by Capt. 
William Johnson, of Chicago, to W. W. Chapin, 
of Manistee, for $3,800 cash. After the 
change of ownership she completed a sin- 
gle round trip and brought up on the 
sandy shore of Bailey's Harbor during the terri- 
bie 16th of October gale. Mr. Chapin expended 
$1,000 in an unsuccessful effort to get her off, 
and then allowed her to remain a prey to the 
elements until last spring. when another ex- 
penditure of $1,000 saw her landed at tne Mi- 
waukee Company's yard: There she was hauled 
out for reconstruction, but so unsound did 
every portion of the craft prove to be that the 
work of tearing away left only two short pices 
of keel and a few floor-timbers forward and aft, 
not enough material to constitute a large 
wagon-load. To do the tearing down cost not 
less than $1,000 more. Nothing daunted by the 
result of this wholesale dissection, Mr. Chapin 
ordered the buiiders to go on with the work and 
construct for him @ craft twenty feet longer 
and eighteen inches deeper than the 
Pauline, and as near like der as 
possible. This has been done, and now he has 
the pleasure of owning one of the handsomest 
lumoper-carriers on Lake Michigan. The two 
feces of keel and the few floor titnbers of the 
’auline which had been found sound enough 
were retained, although it would have been bet- 
ter, perhaps, to have rejected them also. The 
cost of the Mee to Mr. Chapin, exclusive of a 
considerable part ot the outfitwf the old Pau- 
line, will not be less than $14,000. Add to this 
the original purchase money, $3,800, and the ex- 
pense of rescuing and tearing down the Pauline, 
#3.000 more, and it will be seen that Mr. Chapin 
nas an investment@f nearly $21,000, without a 
single dollar in the shape of retumms thus far. 
But such often proves to be the case with ves- 
sel property, and Mr. Chapin’s experience is by 
no means exceptional. 
TWO OLD HULKS BEING REPAIRED. 
Special inspatch to The Gatcago Tribune 
MILWAUKEE, Wig., Oct. 11.—There are at pres- 
ent in dry-dock at the Milwaukee Company's 
yard two old hulks undergomg partial recon- 
Struction. The first of these is the schooner 
Gen. Worth, now 33 years old, owned by Muller 
& Christy, of Chicago. The Worth was recently 
run down and watter-logged by the Western 
Transportation Company's propeller Buffalo, 
which immediately towed her bere for repairs. 
With the exception of the ceiling there is little 
of the old craft that any one would pronounce 
sound, and an effort at thorough reconstruction 
might result ju experience similar to that of the 
achooncer Pauline, just rebuilt here. It has been 
decided to give her a new stem and apron, some 
new frames forward, new deck and deck beams, 
new stauchions, rail, and stringers, and new 
stern frames, planking, and ceiling. lu order 
to strengthen ber aft it is designed to 
plank her up solid to the rail with oak, as 
far forward as the main rigging. About 
$4,000 will de expended upon the work. 
The other vessel referred to is the L. B. Shep- 
ard, owned by Thomas Glavin, a Chicago 
grocer. The Shepard is 2% years old and in bad 
condition. She is to receive au entire new stern, 
including transom and sternpost, and new 
frames and ceiling from the forward end of the 
cabin aft. She will also require some new 
fraines and entire new ceiling forward, one new 
knighthead, new sole pieces under the bow- 
sprit,and new stanchions, stringers, and rail. 
Two new assistant. keelsofis, fourteen inches 
square, are to be added throughout her entire 
length, also new breasthooks forward. Her 
cabin will be replaced’ with a new one raised 
within eighteen inches of the deck. This work, 
which constitutes only a fraction’ of what the 
craft actually needs to make ber even ordinarily 
sound, will fuvoive an outlay of $3,000. So much 
for two cases of patchwork that will scarcely 
s@ve the ends for which they are designed. 
THE SCHOONER TRACY IN MORE TROUBLE.

Its man- 
ager, Mr. J. Hugh Middleton, started on his 
return to Europe on Saturday, having been 
in the city since the last week in August. 
The Standard is half English and half Irish, 
having been born of an amalgamation of an 
English office and the Belfast, of Breland. 
Until recently it belonged to the smaller de- 
nomination ot English companies, but in the 
impetus to stock speculation caused by the 
giut of money in London its paid-up capi- 
tal was increased lately from £30,000 to 
£113,000, As the outlook for increased in- 
come was no more hopeful in England 
with the larger sum paid up tban the smuiler, its 
only resource to earn a dividend on the in- 
creased capital was American business. The 
manager came here freely admitting that what 
he wanted was an “immediate income.” He 
stated that the company preferred a reinsur- 
auce arrangement, as that would bring in an 
immediate large sum, ana it is fair to say he got 
it through the New York City.“ The supposed 
reason for this desire for a round sum by way 
of “immediate income is that it is the inten- 
tion of a syndicate in London to float a large 
lot of additional stock early next year, and if 
the American business produces a large sum at 
ovuce the impression will prevail that the com- 
pany ison the high road to success, and the 
syndicate will make a large sum in selling the 
sharesatapremium. As most of the old com- 
puny’s shares are sold at a large premium, it is 
thourht there is a speculation in the Standard's 
stock. Inthe meantime the company is seund

GEN. GRANT IN THE INSURANCE LINE. 

It may interest some of your local readers 
to learn that among the Trustees appointed 
by tue Standard London is ex-President 
Ulysses S. Grant. At is Known that he was 
suggested to Mr. Lewis, of the Alliance, as 
an available Trustee some time ago, and that 
Mr. Lewis was pleased with the idea. There 
were three or four persons connected with 
English offices who went so far as to suggest 
the General’s appointment as American 
Manager of the Alliance, with an expert 
Assistant Manager. ‘tie name of Gen. 
Grant, it was urged, would be a tower of 
Strength to any forvign company who should be 
lucky enough to secure his services, but the 
scheme of using him as Manager was probably 
afi impracticabie one. The Standard Manager 
was fortunate enough to secure bim, and tbus 
a the start of Mr. Lewis, if that geutleman 
wanted him.

To do this the maffagers of the National of Ire- 
and must go back on their own words most 
frightiully. The company reinsyred the Im- 
perial prior to 1879, and got caught in the Im- 
periai's share of tne tires in the New York ary- 
goods district in that year. When the New York 
law was passed prohibiting companies from re- 
insuring risks iu companies not autborized to 
transact business in the State the Im- 
perial ceased to reinsure in the National 
of Ireland. At the next annual meeting of that 
company in Dublin the Chairman announced 
that they had withdrawn from American busi- 
ness because they found it 12 etc., 
etc.—anotner case of wuy Jack Robinson didn’t 
eat bis supper. Butnow two years later the 
Nationai will consider the expediency of the 
American business, and already several parties 
are anxious aboutit. Among the knowing ones 
there is only a single opinion as to where the 
company will go in the event that it is decided 
to begin business here. The finger points to- 
ward the Imperial Building in Pine street in this 
city. 
ANOTHER LEGISLATIVE MOVE. 

It is significant of the opposition to the ad- 
mission of fareign companies and ti desire 
to exclude them by legislative enactment 
that the American companies have been for 
the lasttwo years gradually appointing as 
their local agents throughout this State men 
who are influential in politics. It will be 
found that in Democratic counties Demo- 
cratie politicians have been appointed and 
in Republican counties Republicans. In. 
Brooklyn it has become notorious that leading 
politicians, including State Senators and As- 
syublymen, have been given agencies and 
started into service as full-blown agents of 
local companies. There is much shrewdness 
in this movement, and it means blood for the 
foreigners, including those here and there 
wanting tocome. There is only one element 
which can successfully oppose the insurance 
companies in the halls of the Legisiature—that 
is the merchants of the State who want liberal 
and not restrictive laws in relation to insurance 
capital. Upon ordinary questions the companies 
have shaped the insurance iegisistion of this 
State for several years. They have the insur- 
ance department thoroughly on their side, and 
the policy of the department seems to be to pre- 
veut companies from coming in. Upon valued 
policy laws, etc., they will not encounter the 
mercantile influence, but on the restriction of 
foreign companies the merchants will fly to 
urms immediately and oppose the companies, 
but there isn’t a shade of doubt that when the 
next session of the Legisiature commences a 
most determined effort will be made to obtain 
restrictive legisiation to shut out future foreign 
companies from entering the State. 

MUTUAL FIRE-INSURANCE COMPANY SCHEME, 

This project, which has been reported al- 
ternately dead and alive for the last twelve 
months,is now showihg signs of life, and it is 
pretended will start into operation in a few 
weeks. It has the support of several hun- 
dred merchants who really know very littie 
of what they are doing. The promoters of 
it are the former President of a bursted New 
York company and an ex-Secretary of a Cin- 
cinnati mutual office. According to popular 
rumor, each of these individuals has such an 
affection for the other that it is suspected 
and expected as soop as the company 
starts re will be a movement to oust the 
other begun by both parties.

It will be seen that if the com- 
pany has no losses, and its expenses are 10 per 
cent, that at tne end of the year the $200,000 will

WASmNG TN, D. C. Oct. 8.— Washington so- 
ciety, perhaps the most frivolous, tawdry, and 
mixed of any city in the world, is congratu- 
lating itself upon the dawning of what it is 
pleased te call“ a polite régime.“ Washing- 
ton society, cold, calculating, and mercurial, 
has just torn down its ostentatious mourning 
for President Garfield and p®ostrates itself at 
the feet of his successor with open adulation 
and genuine inward rejoicing. Washfgton 
society felicitates itself thatit has a repre- 
sentativein the White House at last. The 
longed for, the devoutly wished, has arrived. 
A social gentleman, an aristocratic 
single gentieman, a super-esthetical 
gentleman has succeeded to the throne. 
in Washington society I do not now mean 
the official and sem)-official world of Wash- 
ington, which toadies to anything in power 
and plunges its red nose in the sand before 
anybody in authority, but the blue blood of 
Virginia (% and Maryland (), which runs 
along the aristocratic suburvs of George- 
town (2) and forms the nucleus ofs as pure a 
civilization and social refinement as can be 
found in any city of the Union. (Fudge.) 
W hile the leaders of this cultured circle are 
for the most part wealthy (), wealth is not a 
test of membership, as vulgar wealth never 
is of the truly best society anywhere. This 
cirele once ruled, but it was in Buchanan's 
tine When Mr. Lincoln took the Executive 
Chur the man, the circumstances, and the 
woman drove the brilliant and cuf€ured peo- 
ple of retined society into the background. 
Lincoln was surround@i by rough soldiers, and 
was himeelf plain, unt. and uncouth, caring 
more for the yarus of the wardroom than for 
the suciety of ladies. It was atime ot per- 
petualSwar and anxiety, and many of the 
cbarmed circle which surrounded Buchanan and 
his predecessors had friends engaged on the 
other side. Even bad this not been the case the 
vulgarity of Mrs. Lincoln would bave caused all 
but the official circle to bold aioof. The succes- 
sion of Johnsou was followed by an attempt of 
the old régime to revive the giory of a former 
decade, but the scars of war were too fresh and 
these were tofn open in the bitterness of the 
political strugywzie which followed. Ine society 
of the White House soon fell below even its for- 
mer standard. 

With the advent of Grant came the manners 
of the mess-room and the tawdry evidences of 
shoddy society. The President who could delib- 
erately puff bis cigar in the face of 
his lady visitors and set out a bottle of 
whisky to his gentleman guests could not 
hope to attract the cuictured por fail to disgust 
the refined of every grade. The second Grant 
ségime was even worse than the first ina 
social point of view as well as political. When 
Hayes came in ue made a parade of bis asceti- 
cism. He banisbed wine from bis table, which 
was the hospitable board of the Nation, with a 
loud tlourish of trumpets, and finally practically 
banished the table itself ont of a penurious 
economy. The Government had increased the 
Presidential salary to $50,000 a year to enable 
the Chief Executive of the Amnrican peopie to 
entertain in a way suited to his exalted station. 
The Western President responded by putting it 
in his pocket. Hayes not only did this, but be 
drew his salary quarterly ör monthly in advance, 
contrary to law. Mrs. Hayes was the head of 
the household. She was a very good old-fash- 
ioped woman, and took society to be a magnified 
Sunday-scqgoo!l class, of which ex-officio her bus- 
band was @perintendent. Mr. Hayes, the fraud, 
was succ ed by Mr. Garfield, the scholar. Mr. 
Gartieid had always found life too short for 
society of anything but books and politics. 
In tbis be was seconded by a plain, 
simple, intellectual wife. They brought with 
them as their predecossors had dune the simple 
Western habits of life and Western culture. 
There was nothing in either of.them to promise 
a brilliant erain the White House. Thus, to 
review them briefly, passed two consecutive 
decades of Washington society, which, sinking 
yearly further and further away from the 

txecutive Mansion, wave place to ghe semi- 
political, semi-official mixed Democratic ele- 
ment which swarms about each successive head 
of the Government—the chief ingredieuts being 
official position and toadvism. 

With the advent of President Arthur, of New 
York, we are told to prepare for “a _ polite 
rézime.”’ The frosty edge of aristocratic breed- 
ing isto be turned toward the parvenues who 
have infested the Executive Mansion. There 
is to be’something more under the reigu 
of Arthur than mere political lunches, 
cold and dry. state dinners, publig 
receptions and prayers, cold tea and 
whisky. Mecause, says the Washington social 
world, Arthur is agentieman by birth and breed- 
ing, and he will live like a gentieman and enter- 
tuin like a gentieman. It is this idea which 
brings out the congratulation and happy antici- 
poe of the super-esthetica! fashionable world. 

f they are not permitted to enjoy the hospitali- 
ties of the Executive Mansion themselves the 
individual members of this circle feel that in 
the President they have an honored representa- 
tive. There will be select receptions at which 
the rabbie will be excluded; there will be din- 
ners to somebody else than pub. funcs. and old 
women; there will be wi@ at these dinners, and 
good wine, too; there will be danctng, perhaps, 
also, a vision of which fills the Washingtonian 
mind with pleasurable anticipations. In short, 
the —— régime inciudes all that fashionable 
Washington society demands.

Over Sprouted Corn and Dame 
aged Crops. 


Prominent IIlinoisans Appeal to 
The Chicago Tribune, 


And One Legislator Appeals to 
the Governor. 


SPROUTED CORN. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday found at 
the Matteson House two representative men 
of Central Illinois—the Hon. Ex-Senator 
Charles Voris, of Windsor, Shelby County, 
an extensive dealer in cattle gad bogs and 
a farmer, and the Hon. O. A. Sargent, Presi- 
dent of the Moultrie County Agricultural 
Society, and an extensive breeder of Here- 
fords. These gentiemen live in the very cen- 
tre of the corn-beit of Lllinois. Mr. Vorig 
brought with him a sack of ear corn taken 
at random from a large field of corn which 
on the 25th day of September he could have 
spa standing for 60 cents per bushel, with a 
pomised yield of thirty-five bushels to the 
acre. The specimens were exhibited dusing 
the day to many corn buyers, experts, and 
old farmers, and the universal opinion was 
expressed that no one ever saw anything like 
it before, one veritable pioneer going so far 
as to say that he had never seen squaw corn 
nor sod corn look like that corn. 

Said Mr. Voris: This is the result of the 
combined causes produced by an unprece- 
dented drouth during the past summer and 
the heavy warm rains that have fallen within 
the past fifteen or twenty days. Here is an 
ear ot corn that had borne the stalk down 
(because the drouth had killed the life of the 
stalk), and its tip barely touched the ground. 
You seeit has sprouted on all sides, and, 
like certain parasitic vines, begins to take 
root and growfrom its oulermost points. 
ltere is an ear taken from a stalk standing 
erect. You see it is still covered with the 
husk. I strip it down half way and it is 
good merchaiftable No. 2 corn, but pull the 
nusk entirely off, and here you find the butt 
rotten and sprouted. 

“It ems.“ continued Mr. Voris, that 
upon close inspection of our fields that at 
least 10 per cent of both early and late corn 
is found in this condition. And that 10 per 
cent is enough to reduce the whole grade 
below merchantable corn. It is next to im- 
possible to separate the soured and sprouted 
corn from the sound and merchantable.” 

Said Mr. Bargent: In my county the 
damage from sprouted corn will exceed 30 
per cent. I have made personal inspection 
and believe Lam justified in this assertion. 
Such a disaster never befell the corn crop 
within the remembrance of the oldest farmer 
on the Okaw bottoms or Moultrie uplands. 
To stand off and look at a field of corn, one 
having knowledge would carefully estimate 
the yield at thirty-five or forty bushels per 
acre. Go into the field and begin husking 
and at once you find ear after ear blighted, 
rotten, sprouted. It appears to make little 
difference whether the ear stands erect on 
the stalk or bends over, or touches the 
ground. The warm rains acted upon the 
corn on the cob as in the spring it acts upon 
the matured kernel in the ground, giving to 
it lrfe and vitality.“ 

“How do you account for this?” 
asked. 

„Well, the only reason I can give is that 
the drouth prevented the stalk and the cob 
from maturing, and the late rains seem to 
have made them spongy, and thus aided by 
the sun’s heat fed the unmatured Kernel and 
started it to growing.

A SOUTHERN ILLINOIS 
TOR. 


Another reporter of Tne ‘Trrnune met 
yesterday, the Hon. Robert A. D. Wilbanks, 
of Mount Vernon, whorepresents Jefferson, 
Hamilton, and other counties in Southern 
Lliinois in the Legislature. 

Senator Tanner, of Clay, was lately inter- 
viewed by a Springtield paper, and Kepresent- 
ative Wilbanks proceeded to reply 
inte@wiew very courteously, as follows: 

* What do you think of Senator Tanner’s 
published interview regarding the crop fail- 
ure in Southern Lilinois, and the condition of 
the people in consequenc ethereof?“ 

„think the Senator allowed his sympa- 
thies to rule his better judgment. I know 
the Senator well. Ile would be the last man 
to cast any reflection upon his section of the 
State. In his statement as to the immediate 
necessities. of our people the pictureis 
overdrawn. ‘Phe failure of crops this year 
was a great disappointment to our farmers, 
and in Southern Lilingis the failure of crops 
is stagnation tg all business. Our people 
had buildedehigh their hopes on the wheat 
crop of this year. There was an apparent 
boom in real estate. There was to bean 
end of going into debt, ae; improve- 
ments were te be made, the“ tide of desirable 
emigration was setting towards us, hence in 
the frenzy of our disappointment we for a 
time imagined distress and want brooding 
around. But a calmer view shows to my 
mind our people with more money in their 
possession, more confidence in the future, 
move determination to improve our resources 
until Southern illinois shall be acknowl- 
edged the oppulent sister of Northern Lili- 
nois; yet for the present without crops and 
without surplus stock. There is some rest- 
yesness for tear in some localities the wolf 
cannot be kept from the door of the poverty- 
stricken few, but 1 see no cause for alarm. 
Almost as great an acreage of wheat as was 
planted last year is now in the ground; 
most of it already covers the soil in its 
growth promising far better at this time than 
ever before, There was practically no crop 
gathered this year, and the harvest money 
of the small farmers, the prevailing class, 
was not spent, and hence their ability to 
plant another crop of wheat. The high price 
of stock feed will make it necessary for all 
the hogs, cattle, horses, mules, etc., to be 
sold or driven away to some more fortunate 
locality for wintering. When spring opens 
we will beshort of such steck, and it will 
have to be bought back at increased prices, 
taxes will be due, and then we may reason- 
ably expect to see hard times.“ 

Is there any remedy in the way of legis- 
lation or State aid to meet the emergency in 
such case ?” . 

“I certainly know of none. Nor do I 
think State charity necessary. The poor we 
have with us always. They will be taken 
care of. Suchisthe feeling and charitable 
disposition of our people.“ 

(To the reporter.) ** Do you think the Gov- 
ernor intends calling the Legislature to- 
gether next winter? If he does, let him i 
clude in his proclamation the revision of our 
revenue laws. Let him recommend in a 
message the extension of time in which to 
pay the taxes collectable in January, 1882, to 
the following September or October. Let 
the time of meeting be fixed early in January. 
If the General Assembly would so amend the 
Revenue law it would give ample time in 
which to harvest and market the wheat crop 
of next year. It would inspire confidence in 
the future, would enable our farmers to plant 
their spring crop, and would do no harm to 
the State or county revenues. If the present 
Revenue law is not amended and taxpaying 
time extended the per cent of forfeited lands 
for taxes will be greater than ever known. 
The penalty for non-payment will have to be 
added to the tax, and before the taxpaver can 
get the money with which, to re- 
deem, his taxes will be doubled. 
This can be saved“ to him if the 
Governor and Legislature so command. 
There is no question™as to the right of the 
General Assembly if convened in extraordi- 
nary session, this question included in the 
E on conv ning it, to so amend the 
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iw. Thé Ist of January would perhaps be 
too early for the General Assembly to act 
upon the Apportionment bill, but a Legisla- 
ture that would do so generous an act for 
Southern IIlinois farmers would adjourn 
over, without pay, until Congress acted upon 
the general Apportionment bill.” 


A CROP-REPORTER’S STORY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

TuscoLA, III., Oct. 11.— For the past four 
days I have been visiting some of the leading 
farms in Central IIlinois, and find what was 
at first supposed to be a mere local disturb- 
ance which farmers in the Vermilion and 
Stony Creek Valleys, near Danville, attrib- 
uted to the volatile action of sulphuric acid 
so largely employed in the manufacture of 
glucose by the Danville starch-works, to 
be a general blight and serious damage 
to nearly all 
Champaign, Douglas, Moultrie, Coles, 
and Shelby Counties. No farmer ever 
remembers to have seen the stalks of 
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corn, whether in field or in shoek, so u 
blasted and withered, even when left s 
ing until the March following. ‘The stalk is 
jack, dead, and covered with an impalpa- 
ble powder like spores. Even now cattle re- 
fuse to feed on this fodder. Nor is it the 
fodder alone that falls under this blight. 
The corn in the husk also ns to wither, 
dry up, and sprout. Fields that fifteen days 
ago promised a yield of thirty-five and forty 
bushels of No. 2 corn will now searcely turn 
out twenty bushels of No. 3. Of facts 
I aim personally 2 by many farmers in 
this rich corn Coffity of Douglas who are 
here attending Circuit Court, and by others 
whom I have met at the stations in the above- 
named counties. It seems that the drouth 
continued so late in the season that the corn. 
even late planting, attained an abnormal 
curing, which the heavy rafns of ten and 
fifteen days ago have started to a second 
growth. I send you today some samples of 
this sprouted corn, which farmers say they 
never saw the like before. This result will 
still leave those people who relied upon fod- 
der as a winter feed entively at the mercy of 
the hay ring, which in Central Illinois has 
already run the price up to $14@1) per

It Did Not Start on Its Aerial Voy- 
age Yesterday. 


The Gas Was Too Slow, and the Winds 
Were AdversemAnother Trial 
T ursda y. . 


Tne balloon didn’t go up. To some few hun- 
dred of disgusted people who got 8 White 
Stocking Park, and to thousands who | the 
Randolph street viaduct until it was fairly black. 
as well as to thase who filled Dearborn Park, all 
the windows in sight, and hung on to ti cross- 
pieces of the telegraph-poles, this brief an- 
nouncement will contain no news. It isu'z in- 
tended for them, anyway, but for those who 
weren taround abusing themselves because they 
didn’t stay home and let the Great North- 
west bump away as much as it wanted to. 
But the kickers will all turn up again this 
morning just the same, for a balloon-ascension 


doesn’t happen every day in the week, and the, 


average mortal is morbidly curious over an 
event for which the making of one’s will and the 
securing of an accident policy are about the 
wisest sort of preparations, 
THE *“ GREAT NORTHWEST ” 

is probably the biggest balloon that ever went 
up trom American soil. It is twice as large as 
the ove in which Donaldson made his last trip, 
aud bas been exceeded in size only by some of 
the aerial ships set afloat some time ago at 
Paris. Its actual dimensions, when intiated, 
are, 100 feet in bight, lw feet in perpendicular, 

d 180 feet in horizontal circumfereuce. A 
Single inflation requires 100,000 feet of gas, 
which gives a lifting power of about 7,000 
pounds with pure hydrogen, and from 3.500 to 
4,000 pounds with common coal gus. The latter 
vile-smelling agent was used to fill it, and the 
work was begun at 1 o'clock yesterday morning. 
An iron pipe, connecting with one of the city 
gus mains, was laid inthe park up to within a 
few teet of the balloon, at which point it con- 
nected with a black gas conductor, made out of 
air-tight rubber cloth, which conveyed the gas 
into the bottom of the ship. The ating ma- 
terial went in very siowly, and by che time the 
ascension was to come off yesterday afternoou 
the balloon was ouly a little more than half full.

A Fight for the Possession of, a 
Little Girl. 


Judge Morau Sits Down on an Attempt 
to Delay a Hearing.

The Lamb Case Will Go to the Jury 
Today—New Suits, Ete. 


MR. PARKER RECQVERS BTIs curb. 

An interesting habeas corpus case was tried 
yesterday before Judge Moran, it being that of 
8. K. Parker vs. Myron Smith and Mrs, Myron 
Smith, of Belvidere, III., for the custody of 


Parker's chiid. From the facts in the case im 
appears that last March Parker, who is a printer 


in the employ of Knight & Leonard, gave his 
litule girl, Gracie, to Mrs. Babbitt, the Chairman 
of the Reception Committee of the State In- 
dustrial School, who gave the chiid to Mr. and 
Mrs. Myron Smith, who live on a farm near 
Belvidere. The understanding was that they 
were to keep the child, as ber stepmother, 
Parker's second wife, was unable to manage 
her. Last month Parker concluded he 
would take his little girl back home, 
and, as the Smiths refused to give 
her up, swore outa writ of babeus corpus, and 
a constable went tu Belvidere and took the child. 
The case came up for a hearing yesterday morn- 
ing. The petition for the habeas corpus alleged 
that Mrs. Babbitt was a baby-farmer, and picked 
up waifs and bired them out. 

Mr. Sherburne appeared for the respondent, 
and Gen. Payne for the rélator. Mr. Shorburne 
read ap answer from the Smiths, denying the al- 
legauons in the petition, and Gen. Payne made 
a rejoinder reiteruting the charges. 

S. K. Parker, the father of the child, was the 
first witness called. He testified that Gracie was 
II years of age, and he bad been married to his 
second wife four years. The child’s mind bad 
beeu poisoned against the stepmother, aud sue 
had been in the habit of running away from 
bome. Thinking that in a few months 
of absence she would outgrow this feeling 
witness had appealed tothe Humane Socicty, 
the Orpif@ Asylum, and to Mrs. G. B. Marsh, 
and the latter lady had referred bia to Mrs. 
Babbitt. She bad spoken to him of the Smith 
family, and the child had been sent to them for 
a temporary home. He went to reclaim ber 
Sept. 25 last, but the Smiths would not allow her 
to go. apd they bad never allowed ber to write 
to him.” Witness stated that be had seen a letter 
from Mr. Smith to Mrs. Babbitt saying that he 
could not afford to pay weekly wages for the 
girl's services. 

Several persons testified that they believed 
Mrs. Parker would treat the child kindly. 

The little girl, Gracie Parker, was put on the 
stand. She said, in answer toa question, that 
she preferred to live with her father rather than 
with the Smiths. At this point Judge Moran 
said as Mr. Sherburne, the attorney for the 
Smiths, was not present, he would prefer to tuke 
the chiid in bis room and talk with her. This he 


did. 

Mrs. G. B. Marsh testified that she had first 
met Mr. Parker early last spring at his own 
house. The child was with him at the time. He 
asked her to put the child in the Industrial 
School, but she told Bim it was scarcely a fit 
plave for ber. He then told ber that the rela- 
tions existing between the child and her step- 
mothęr were unfortuuate, and he wanted to put 
her s®mewhere, but he could not afford to pay 
board. He said the stepmother had threatened 
to leave the house if the vhiid was brought back 
that night. She then referred him to Mrs. Bab- 
bitt. Chairman of their Reception Committee. 
She understood from what he said at the time 
that he wished a permanent home for the child. 

Mr. Babbitt — that he had met Mr. 
Parker the same night he had caited on Mrs. 
Marsh. The child was with him, and he repeated 
the story as zold Mrs. Marsh. His wife told 
Parker that Mr. and Mrs. Smith, of Belvidere. 
III., wanted a chiid she 
would communicate Aout 
Gracie. The child 
eventually, and-pleased the Smiths. Parker 
bad always had every opportunity to bear from 
bis child nad he so desired. Neither witness 
nor his wife bad ever received duy remuuera- 
tion from the Smiths tor the services of the 
child. Witness indignantly denied the insinua- 
tions of Gen, Payne that he was io the habit of 
picking up waifs and biring them out. 

Mrs. Babbitt's testimony was in substance the 
game as her husband's. 

Mrs. Smith, of Belwidere, the custodian of the 
little girl, was the mext witness. She said the 
child bad been sefit to her by Mrs. Babbitt, with 
the understanding that she was to keep her 
tbree months, and if she liked her she was to 
adopt her. Sue had become very much attached 
to the child, and had treated her as her own. 
She bad given up the child when the Sheriff and 
Constable had called for her with the writ. She 
said that Mra. Babbitt brought the writ of 
babeas corpus to her, together with an answer. 
and had advised her to go ahead and fight for 
the child. She should rot have made the fight 
unless she had received the advice. 

Mr. Sherburne rested his case by readis 
few letters which had passed between the par- 
ties to the case. During the arguments of the 
counsel the little girl stood with her arm around 
ber father’s neck and her preference was 
plainly seen. 

Judge Moran, in summing up the evidence, 
Said the case was a peculiar one, as every one 
connected with it was trying to do just right. 
The legal right of the father in controlling the 
child was recognized and could not be disputed. 
The idea that stepmothers were always cruel to 
children by the first wile was but a foolish su- 
perstition, and there was nothing in the evi- 
dence to show that Mrs. Parker had abused the 
child. The homes, he thought, were @qually 
good, but as the legal right rested with the 
father he was entitled to the child. Mrs. Maren 
and Mrs. Babbitt were doing a noble work and 
they should be assisted in it instead of abused. 
The Court then ordered that the child be al- 
lowed to go where she chose, and she went with 
her father. 


A DISGUSTED DEFENDANT. 

Judge Moran yesterday morning, in the case 
of Webster vs. Mitchell, made a ruling which 
will prevent many changes of venue being taken 
to him, at least for the usual purpose of delay. 
The case was a suit in ejectment brought by the 
two daughters of old Daniei Webster against 
Eliza Mitchell, who claimed to be his second 
wife, to recover possession of the Rock Island 
House. It seems Dan married about 1845 in 
Detroit, but a few years later had to skip 
out, and came to Chicago. Here he lived some 
years with a white woman. the defendant 
in the case, whom be married shortly before his 
death, and to whom he left his property. Soon 
after his first wife turned up, and the daughters 
began a suit to recover bis property. They re- 
covered a verdict on the first trial, but under 
the statute the defendant was allowed another 
trial. On the 4th inst. the defendant's attorney 
made an appiication for change of venueon the 
ground of prejudice of ali the Judges of the 
Superior Court. it was granted andthe case 
taken before Judge Moran. 

Saturday an application was made to 
the latter to have tite case tried out 
of its regular order. It was represented 
by affidavit that the case would have been 
tri before Judge Smith tke day the 
change of venue was taken, and that the 
“application was made only for delay; that un- 
der the circumstances the case was entitled to a 
speedy hearing, and should not be compelled to 
wait its slow turn on the calendar. 

The Judge held that he had the discretion un- 
der such circumstances to expedite the hearing: 
that the party making such an application ought 
not to gain anything by delay; and t the case 
bucht to be heard as nearly as possible at the 
game time it would had oo change of venue 
been taken. He would therefore grant the mo- 
tion to speed the cause and set the trial for the 
“4th inst. The defendant's attorney objected 
violently to the ruling, but his only satisfaction 
—.— in getting ten days to file a bill of excep- 

ons.
